yet been made up, according to that census, 
the cash value in gold of the lands, live stock 
and farming implements in Tennessee, was, in 
round numbers, two hundred nnd eighty mil- 
lions of dollars. What is their greenback 
value now, paper down ? Three-fourths? Not 
much more, I fancy — no, but one-half of it, 1 
feir. Are not lands in Tennessee almost un- 
saleable? Why? Simply because your own 
people own more than they can till, and l here are 
no new-comers. It has been ten years since 
stock was last taken among you, and to be 
lower in pocket now than you were then would, 
acco-ding to my way of thinking, show you 
to be In the condition which '.'old salts'' de- 
scribe as "hard'-up and astern of the lighter.'' 

They say in the North that every man who 
conies from abroad and settles in their section 
increases its w lib $1,000. This, independent 
of the ready money be fetches and the power 
he adds to the State by increase of population. 

According to this estimate, 10,000 able- 
bodied emigrants coming from Europe and 
establishing themselves in Tennessee, would 
Increase the wealth of that State, by their 
presence and their labor alone, some $10,000,- 
000. Such an influx of wealth aud population 
would help considerably. 

What are you disposed now to do to get it ? 
What agencies are you prepared to set to work ? 
What influence to bring into play during the 
uextyearor two, that at the end of that tin.e 
you may see, not only ten thousand coming in 
a single year, but thousand upon thousands 
following from years auer and until your State 
is lull. 

What aie you and your people prepared to 
do to put this ball in motion ? That ? the 
question ? Yojr conventions may pass resolu- 
ions about your line climates and rich soils, 
Setting forth that Tennessee is a goodly land, 
in need of capital and la"bor, nnd that if these 
will come, they will be kindly received and 
well treated. Why, everybody at home knows 
that. The emigrant abroad will never hear it, 
and so you w on t get more settlers to come that 
way. 

Hut if you will go lo work with a will, re- 
meinbei ing that, " where there's a will there's 
a way,'' why the field is before you, the way is 
clear, ami it's all your own. 

While you aie preparing for State aid. and 
Organizing for county co-operation, and paying 
the wav fjr you- new-comeis, advertise your- 
selves, and slate abroad in a manner that the 
emigrating classes there may, before they "pull 
up stakes," know Something about the country. 
Make immigrants acquainted with its soil and 
its climates, its productions and its resources. 
Let them have maps and documents to make 
them acquainted with the natural position of 
your State, with its physical geography in all 
all its aspects, including its social conditions 
and industrial resources, and my wont lor it 
you will ere long turu to gladness much pres- 
ent sorrow. 

I could te'.l you now, if I had the time, and 
you the patie'nee lo hear it, how that, yonder 
in South America, the people, after having 
spent a generation in wishing for immigrants 
(as the South has been doing since the war), 
and with just the same degree of success, have 
at last, they and their Government, determined 
to act. They chartered ships in Europe, paid 
the passage of immigrants, and when they ar- 
rived gave them land.- In a short time the 
stream was Howing; the expense was over; the 
thing was established, sell-supporting, and im- 
mensely profitable. The other day, when the 
Franco-Prussian war broke out, a Beet of ships 
— one a day, I think, the year round — was 
plying between Europe and Buenos Ay res, 
loaded with immigrants, silk, aud merchandise, 
one way, aud freighted with produce the 
other. . * 

The latitude of the La Plat e country in the 
South corresponds lo that of Tennessee in the 
North ; its distance from Europe twice as great, 
the drawbacks greater, aDd yet the people 
there have in the course of a lew years turned 
a stream which is pouring into their borders 
annually forty or fifty thousand new-comers, 
with their capital, their skill and their labor, 
and built a flourishing direct trade, a boon the 
South has been coveting in vain, ever since I 
can remember. Suffice it to say, with regard 
lo this South America direct trade and immi- 
gration, all- subsidies have ceased long ago. 
The States have grown rich ami powerful, and 
the people prosperous, while the Government 
has gained standing, and is in high credit in 
all the slock exchanges in Europe. 

Tell how ninth ^loth you have, nnd 1 11 tell 
you how to cut your suit. In other words, if 
I knew how far your State and your people 
are disposed logo into this matter, I might be 
able to be of s . vice in the way of suggestions 
as to the best plan for getting the immigrants 
ami building up direct trade. 

I have promised lo prepare an article for that 
excellent agricultural paper of yours, the Prai- 
tical Southern Planter, and as soon as 1 am at 
leisure, I propose to send dpt. Gift a letter, 
addressed lo the farmei s «f Tennessee, upon 
the subject of immigration. Perhaps he will 
do me >he favor to find space for it in his val- 
uable journal, which I am sure must be largely 
read throughout the State.

To J. M. Hi . ris, Etq , Mtmpkit, Tenn : 

DeakSik: Your letter of 23d inst. came to 
hand this nioi ning. 

1 am rejoiced to learn that your people 
have at last waked up lo the importance 
of immigration, and that they have become so 
a'ivc to it as to call meetings to take counsel 
together. That is right. It is a big subject, 
too large for any one man, city or count:y to 
grapple with single-handed. It requires con- 
cert aud joint o-operation, zealous action, and 
such as .o convince lookers on that strong 
hands, stout hearts and clever heads are at the 
work, and that you mean business. 

The people of the South may rely upon it 
that there is no recuperation of material pros- 
perity for them and theirs in one day and 
geneiatiou short of a good strong tide of im- 
migiation. That will insure i', and nothing 
else; for nothing that I can see, short of a 
liberal introduction of fresh labor and foreign 
capital, is going to give our lauds anything 
like a fair and marketable value. 

As a rule, the property of the South is in 
real estate; and without their lands *hat are 
the people of Tennessee worth ? Nay, what is 
the State without a pock"table value to the 
lands of 'the State worth 7 It is the chief 
Bource of her revenue; and if she permit her 
lands to go down lo half their value, and to 
be unsaleable at that, how can she expect her 
people to pay their taxes, or her financiers to 
preserve her credit?

McKee, 'who 
was the first -rine to enter the forts." The ter- 
rible conviction forces itself upon us that 
Hugh McKee, in the bright joyousness of 
youth, lias fallen a victim to his own dashing 
iimd reckless Courage. The brood ol his father 
stained the field of Buena Vista, and poor 
.Hugh lies stark and cold in the Corean fort. 
The glad promise of his life is over, hut he died 
as became his name and rate in the hour ol 
victory, with a light in his eye no pain could 
quench, a courage in his heart that death itsell 
could not appall. "A gallant gentleman, as 
courteous as lie was brave, he fell as such men 
love to die in the tierce rapture of I be strife, 
wilh t lie shout of victory ringing in their ears.

An act to repeal an act, entitled " An act foi

} 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly oj 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That an acf. 
entitled " An act for the benefit of the negroes 
and molattoeS of this Commonwealth," ap- 
proved March the 9th, 1867, be, and the same 
is, repealed. 

\ 2. That hereafter the same tax per capita. 
and the same rate of taxation on real and per- 
sonal estate (except taxes for common school 
purposes), shall be collected of all Ihe negroes 

and mulattoea in this Commonwealth as of the 
white population, and nb oilier. 

I 3. 'I his act shall take effect and be iu force 
from and after its passage.

1st. The Commissioner of Common Schools 
in the county in which the Institute for that 
Congressional District i3 appointed to be held, 
w ill take immediate steps to provide accommo- 
dations tor the meeting and the members w ho 
may be in attendance, and otherwise arrange :

of the law for Institutes. He will also, by ad- j 
vertisemenl and personal notice, advise all 
teachers of his county of the holding id' the In- 
stitute, and their duty to attend.

and will, in due time, give notice to all the 
teachers of their respective counties of the 
appointed Institute, nnd their privilege to ut- 
teud. 

3d. There must be some means raised to de- 
fray the expenses of each Institute; and for 
this purpose, the fee of two dollars should be 
promptly [mid by each member in attendance, 
on matriculation. The teachers of the Insti- 
tute can, by temporary appointment of the 
Commissioner, examine those who may he can- 
didates for teachers of common schools, and 
issue certificates to same, as the law requires. 

4th. The Commissioner managing should 
provide for the entertainment and accommoda- 
tion of members in attendance on the most 
economic terms practicable, where charges are 
made at all for hoarding. 

5th. These general Institutes are not in- 
tended to altogether substitute local Institutes 
for the several counties of the Congressional 
District. Let the Commissioner of each county 
proceed uow, or ntany future time of this year, 
to arrange for holding an Institute, if desired, 
for his respective locality, fjul if no such 1<- 
cal Institute be provided for, let each Commis- 
sioner feel it to be his duty to urge the teach- 
ers of his county to attend the general Institute 
herein appointed ; or if more convenient, the 
general Institute in the- nearest Congressional 
District to them.

(from the Loiwlut. Court Jou-pal.) 
TheErapero' Napoleon's li.'e at Cliisclhuist is 
thus d«Kl ibed by one who lias I he privilege 
of becoming acquainted with the social doings 
there: ''Duii:,g the forenoon all is silent in the 
mansion. The Empress, (liter prayers, break, 
fasts with the I'lince Imperial, who then walks 
out in the park for a short time, the rate of re- 
suming his studies in the mottling being broken 
through during the indisposition of the Em- 
peror, lo whom the BOcieljr of Ins son is the 
chief solace of his exile. The Prince remains 
with bis father during the whole process of the 
toilet, then assists al bis late breakfast, which, 
contrary to the custom of the Tuilei ies, is taken 
aione. During this time the conversation be- 
tween fiuher and Eon is maintained with inter- 
est and affection. The boy has cheered and 
soothed the bodily pain and mental agony ot 
the Emperor, who II sometimes seen to smile as 
the fo. mcr recounts bis experiences of England 
and the English, and ufleis Judgment according 
to his ligbis concerning the bnbiteofthe French 
boys as compared with those of England. When 
the Emperor leaves his own appartment, the 
Prince Imperial repairs to blsstudies. liutllis 
Majesty declares that already the gloiy of the 
day is over, although he feels the nccessKy ol 
the separation for a while. The morning's 
report of the state of Paris is still furnished by 
Pletri, but is never once alluded to. Even the 
Empress herself never dares to venture an 
Opinion on the subject. She has her own re- 
porters, and is always prepared for the event 
before it happens. What has Struck the friends 
of the Imperial family most of all is the com- 
parative solitude in which each of its members 
seek to live. There is something touching in 
the Miliary w alk taken by the Emperor up and 
down the avenue leaning on bis cane, and stop- 
ping every now alid then to remove the pebbles 
from his path, according to the habit of all 
men engaged in deep thought. His Mejesty 
has grown much falter since his arrival at 
Cbisclhurst. But he walks with far more 
ease than ou his firtt arrival in England, and 
now only requires the arm of a Iriend to help 
him up the steps of the hall door of the 
mansion."

Bring me a ro.-e from the gar- 
den of the Tuileries!" The young man prom- 
ised to execute Ibis apparent y easy commis 
mon, and departed in sadness. On Friday be 
reappeared at Ciiselliurst With a rase ol purple 
morocco in his baud, which be reverently pre- 
sented ou bended knee to the Empress. It was 
the Golden Hose, gift of the Pope to Her Majes- 
ty, that be bail brought '•from the Tuileries." 
How he had obtained il, or through whit long 
cou.'se of adventure be had traced il lo t lie 
party willing lo part with It, will never be 
known, nor yet at what saciifice it was ob- 
tained. But great was the joy ol ihe illustrious 
lady on beholding it, and pardonable the feel- 
ing which induces her to bone that it w ill 
bring a blessing at last lo her house and stay 
the wrath of heaven. It had always formed 
a part of Ihe altar decorations of the chapel at 
the Tullei ies.

The Seventeen Year Locust. — The Albanv 
Argus throws some light on the invasion of the 
West by the "seventeen year locust," which 
the Chicago Tribune so much dreads. It ap- 
pears that the "locust" is no locust at nil, but is 
tbc cicada septemdecim : nor yet is it banuful, 
lor it cannot devour vegetation as it has no 
jaws for eating, but merely a liau-teMum lor 
sucking, which, however, it seldom or never 
uses. Its life lasts only from ten days lo three 
weeks, and during this time it does nothing 
but Hy about, then it deposits its eggs and 
dies. The only injury done by these insects is 
noticed when they hurt trees by piercing them 
in order to deposit their eggs. They appear 
every year in some pans of the country, but 
uot in the same locality, as the eggs are not 
hatched until tbey huvo lain for seventeen 
years. 

gtjf A correspondent of the Scientific Amer- 
ican says Ibat free bathing of the affected parts 
in spirits of nitre is the best remedy for ivy- 
poisoning. He says that he has proved this 
remedy, and trom len year's experience is Sat- 
isfied with its efficacy, having o'ten previous 
to this discovery been rendered Iielples3 and 
blind by ivy-poison. If t he blisters be broken, 
bo as to allow the nitre to penetrate the cuticle, 
more than a single application is necessary, and 
even where it is only applied to ihe suiface o( 
the skin three or four time during tbe dav, 
there is rarely a trace of the poison left lite 
mzt morning.
